The 
vote to turn the fair management over 
to the state was unanimous. 

At the same time, the $10,000 bonus 
that was voted George W. Dickinson, | 
executive secretary of the fair, was, 
rescinded. This was done on motion , 
of W. S. Wixom, of Caro. 

It was decided that a committee of 
five of the directors should open nego- ; 
tiations with ‘the Legislature.. Mr. 
Haggerty will be the chairman of this! 
committee and he will name the other ! 
four members. Gov, Groesbeck in his j 
inaugural messege recommended that 
the state take over the Michigan Fair 
property. 

It was believed Monday that Mr. | 
Dickinson would be retained as sec- | 
retary-manager under state control 
until the expiration of his five-year! 
contract, The question of retaining 
Mr. Dickinson was not mentioned in 
the resolution, 

Plans under consideration Monday 
were to make the Michigan state fair 
the largest on the American conti- 
nent, exceeding in size, exhibits and ; 
buildings the big Toronto fair, now 
the premier annual exhibition. 

The present fair property has been 
built up out of earnings and old debts 
were wiped out with money from the 
same source, Net profits in 1920 were 
$176,961.78.

Detroit.—A federal decision which 
deals a sweeping blow at manufac 
turers of hove brew, even when there 
is no sale, nu tutention of sale or even 
evidence of consuniption, was recejy- 
ed by John A, Grogan, collector of in- 
ternal revenue lor the Eastern Michi- 
gan District. 

In wu ruling which Mr. Grogan said 
“sets a precedent which probably will 
goverd ip the future,” the Treasury 
Department orders Mr. Grogan to take 
immediate action to collect a penalty 
af $1000 from anyone charged with 
manufacture and possession of beer. 


JAPS SHOOT U. S. ARMY OFFICER 


Japanese Court of Inquiry Makes Ex- 
cuses For Slaying. 


Washington.—Lieutenant W.  H. 
Lungdon, U.S. N., who was shot and 
killed by a Japanese sentry in Vladt- 
vostok, was “a total abstainer and 
was not under the influences of in- 
toxicants at the time,” according to 
an official statement to the state de- 
partment. 

The Japanese court of inquiry has 
developed that the sentry who shot 
Langdon “left his post and molested 
an Anierican officer on the street who 
was proceeding in an orderly way,” 
according to state department = ad- 
vices. The Japanese have ordered a 
court-martial for the sentry.

of the income tax for the year 1920. 
Uncle Sam through the Bureau of 
Internal Revenue, is addressing to 
every person in the United States the 
question, “What was your net in- 
come for 1920?” The answer per- 
mits of no guesswork. Every single 
person whose net income for 1920 is 
31,000 or more and every married 
person whose net income was $2,000 
or more is required to file a return 
under oath with the collector of in- 
ternal revenue for the district in 
which he lives on or before March 
15, 1921. 

Vhe penalty for failure is a fine 
of not more than $1,000 and an ad- 
ditional assessment of 25 per cent of 
the amount of tax due. For willful 
refusal to make a return the penalty 
is a fine of not more than $10,000 or 
net exceeding one year’s imprison- 
ment, or both together with the costs 
of prosecution. A similar penalty is 
provided for making a false or fraud- 
ulent return, together with 
al assessment of 50 per cent of the 
anwunt of tax evaded. 

Women Must Pay Tax. 

The income tax applies to women 
as Well as men. Husband and wife 
must consider the income of both 


plus that ef minor dependent children | 


and if the total equals or exceeds 
32.000 a return must 
minor who has a net income in his 
own right of $1,000 or more must file 
a separate return. ‘To be allowed the 
$2,000 exemption a married person 
must be living with husband or wife 
on the last day of the taxable year, 
December 31, 1920. Divorcees, per- 
sons separated by mutual agreement, 
widows and widowers, unless they 
ure the sole support of others living 
in the same household, in which case 
they are allowed the $2,000 exemp- 
tion granted the head of the family, 
are entitled only to $1,000 exemp- 
tion. 
Tax Rates for 1920. 

The normal tax rate for 1920 is 
the same as for 1919—4 per cent on 
the first $4,000 of net income above 
the exempticn and 8 per cent on the 
first $4,000 of net income above ihe 
exemption and 8 per cent on the re- 
maining net income. This applies to 
every citizen and resident of the 
United States. In addition to the 
normal tax a surtax is imposed ‘upon 
net income in excess of $6,000. 

Instruction on Form. 

Full instructions for making out 
returns are contained on the forms, 
copies of which may be obtained from 
collectors of internal revenue. Per- 
sons whose net income for 1920 was 
$5,000 or less | should use Farm 
1040A. Those with incomes in ex- 
cess of $5,000 should use Form 1040. 

Revenue officers will visit every 
county in the United States to assist 
taxpayers in making out their re- 
turns. The date of their arrival and 
the location of their offices will be 
announced by the press of may be 
ascertained upon inquiry at the offices 
of collectors.

“The probleu: of improving a race 
of human beings-is a most perwexing 
vie to handle. The process of im- 
provement must be slow where the 
forces concerned act from within and 
are pot atnenable to control from with- 
out. Under the best conditions it 
would require several generations to 
produce sensible results; but fu the 
United States we have, in the uew 
blood introduced from abroad, an im- 
portant means of improvement that 
will act more quickly, and that is eui- 
neutly susceptible to control, All the 
nations of the world have been -con- 
tributing elements to our population ; 
and we buve now, und now only, the 
opportunity of studying the process of 
absorption before it is complete. 

“The grand speciacle ig presented 
tu our eyes of a new people being 
vradually evolved in the United States

HOW STEEL IS MADE 


In the two years since the end of 
hostilities in the World war, the coun- 
tries suffering: west fram the conflict 
have been importing steel to the e#x- 
tent that their finances wilt permit; 
for this substance is needed to patch 
the industrial injuries inflicted by the 
war. Some of the important methods 
employed in the making of steel are 
described in the following commun: 
to the National Geograplite 
saciety, by William Joseph Showalter: 

“An open-hearth furnace luoks a 
good deul like an ordinary bake-oven; 
but when one toaks in through the 
water-cooled) dour, a vast difference 
yppears, Instead of pans of  fra- 
grant. fit louves of baking bread. 
there Isat imposing peel of fiery lig- 
bright ws the flament of a 
high-power tuugsten limp, so dazzling 
that it can be examined with safety 
to the eyes only by those using col- 
glasses, Tinted here and there 
with strenks of soft blue and dainty 
pink, it looks Itke melted stiek candy. 

“In preparing a battery of open: 
hearth furnaces for a charge, finely- 
ground dolomite fs shoveled fn first. 
This melts like glass and fills up all 
cracks and crannies caused by the 
powerful heat of the preceding charge. 
Then a little train relies up before the 
battery, and an electric crane dunips 
bex after box of scrap metal from the 
curs inte the furnaces. Off some dis- 
tance is a great steel inok dined with 
flrebrick and full of liquid pig metal. 

“When rhe serap his melted and the 
contents of the cauldron ure cooked 
enough; when the impurities have 
been driven out and tolled away, the 
fiery broth is ‘seasoned,’ as It were. 
with the proper amount of carbon, 
splegel, ferromanganese, tungsten, fer- 
rosilicon, vanindium, or whatever fs 
necessary to give the‘destred char.

It is as if water were poured 
into moldy and set in a refrigerating 
inachine tu freeze Into blucks of ice. 
The only difference 1s that the ‘freez- 
Ing’ point of steel is away above the 
bolling polut of water, 

“There are two other important 
types of steel furnaces—the crucible 
furnace and .the electric furnace. In 
both of them the idea Is to keep all 
hurtful gases and other iinpurities out 
and to regulate the uddition of alloys 
and oxygen destroyers to a nicety. In 
a crucible furnace the metal is placed 
in graphite chiy pdéts, covers are put 
over them, and the pots subjected to 
great heat. Sillea is gradually ab- 
sorbed out of the ciay In the pots and 
transformed into silicon by coming 
into contact with the carben ino the 
steel. The siticon in fts turn absorbs 
the oxygen and thus quiets the froth- 
ing. foaming contents of the kettle. 

“The electric furnace acts in much 
the same way, {ts beat being so pure 
that there Is no necessity of putting 
the steel in covered pots to keep out 
gases and other impurities, An elec- 
trie are, established between buge 
electrodes and the surface of the 
slug. produces the heat in such a 
furnace, By varying the materials 
used in the formation of the slag any 
impurity can be worked off and the 
glowing steel left as pure as crystal, 
The alloys are then mixed with the 
steel and it is made fit for any use 
desired. It is drawn off into ladles 
and poured into ingot molds, where 
it hardens, ready to be worked up in- 
to those things that constitute the fast 
word in fine steel."

The state department’s decision, 
announced by Acting Secretary Davis, 
brought forth the assertion by labor 
department officials that jurisdictiou 
in the case rested exclusively with 
the secretary of labor. 

This indicated continuation of the 
controversy between the two depart- 
ments which has been more or less 
apparent ever since the landing of 
the Cork lord mayor on American 
soil.

BALLOON TAL 


Naval Officers Lost to the World 
tor Twenty-Nine Days. 


ARE FOUND BY AN INDIA 


Wandered Four Days in the Dense 
Woods and Were on Verge of Death 
When Reacued—Thrilling Story of 
Trip Teld by an’ Officer, 

Mattice, Ont.—The three American 
naval officers, Lieuts. Hinton, Farrell 
and Kloor, who abandoned their 
wrecked balloon near Moose Factory 
on the shore of James bay on Dec. 
14, arrived safely here, 
{ng story of the balloon trip of the 
airmen was told by Lieut. Stephen 
Farrell: 

Lieut. Farrell's story of the filght 
and wanderings of the trio begins with 
the morning hours in Rockaway naval 
alr station on December 13 and goes 
on through the filght, the landing, and 
up to the meeting with the Indian at 
Moose Factory whe saved thelr lives. 

"It was just an ordinary balloon 
hop,” Farrell began. “It wus for train- 
ing. Hinton told me after we teft 
that the gas iu the balloon was ten 
days old, stale and impure. : 

“Hinton called we up at about twen- 
ty minutes to 12 (December 13) and 
told me I could come on flight if 1 
wanted to. No special orders are 
needed. We just got permission from 
Commander Cummings of the post 
and Executive Officer Douglas. 

“T am senior officer of the three, 
but Kloor was in command of the 
filght, as he ts a balloon offer and I 
am a gunnery officer, Y have been in 
aviauion for three years and hare 
flown In every kind of aircraft. We 
deft at 1] p.m, 

Left With Four Pigeons. 

“We had four pigeons; we let the 
first one go with a message for the 
Brooklyn navy yard. 

“Hinton and Kloor had heavy un- 
derweair and uniforms under their fly- 
ing sults. Y had only the underwear 
and the flying suit. I had a grip with 
wy uniform and some other things in 
at. We had eight sandwiches and two 
thermos bottles of het coffee. None 
of the underwear was electrically 
heated. 

“We expected to land next morn- 
‘tng in upper New York state. We had 
to maps or charts except a railroad 
aap of the Canadian Quebec Central 
tine, which I bought. We had three 
chances to land before we did. We did 
stop once at Wells, N. ¥. 

“Wei made fust to a tree near a 
light. It was in a window of a farm- 
house. A man caine along and we 
asked him where we were. He told 
us, but he could not eay what big town 
we were near. 

Klioor Game to Go On, 

“We cast loose and went up agaln. 
It rained and blew duriig’ the night. 
We could have landed at Ottawa at 
il p.m, We saw the lights ef a big 
city. But Kloor is just a kid and he 
Was enthusiastic “about a long tight. 
We all agreed that we ought to do a 
decent flight, There had been rain 
from Wells on. 

“The wind was north by west. That 
night it blew hard and rained. There 
Was uo sign of elvilization, But we 
thought ft would be all right in the 
morning, At daylight we saw only for- 
ests. The rain had calmed 
‘There were Jow clouds. und fog. 

“The rain stopped at 8 a. m. 
cember 14). We ate all our food dur- 
Ing the night. We had two packages 
of cigarettes and one box of marches, 
but you cannot smoke fn a hydrogen 
balloon, We realized we were in bud 
that morning.” 

At 171 4, m. the sun came out and 
heated up the gas in the balloon; 
that makes the gas expand and sends 
the balloon up. 

“We were fighting to Keep in the 
alr, All we saw was trees, lakes, and 
snow. Tt was gbout 1:30 p. m. that 
we paw a shack in the woods. At 
least we thought St was a shack, We 
were in doubt about this until we 
heard a dog bark. 

“Y took bearings with the compass 
on the shack and the place where the 
dog barked. We decided to Jand. We 
were in low cloads about 1,000 feet 
high. The wind was north by west, 
the sun had been heating up our bag 
and we began to go up. We reached 
6,500. feet. It takes a long time to go 
from that helght. 

Make a Bad Landing. 


“The clouds were below us and 
above us, We got down about two 
o'clock. It was a bad landing and we 
were pretty badly shaken up. We 
were not hurt or thrown out, but the 
basket was smashed agalnst the 
ground, 

“The balloon caught between the 
trees. We had taken the pigeons into 
the basket to protect them from the 
Yanding. Usually they ride In a cuge 
‘tied outside of the basket. The weath- 
er was clear and nearly freezing. 

“Ali three of us stepped out of the 
basket In our flying clothes. I took 
the grip. We were soaking wet. Kloor 
took the pigeon cage. We started off 
‘at a terrifie pace to get where the 
idog barked. We did not.stop to in- 
Sbect the balloon. From the bearings 
J took fn the balloon we figured the 
‘dog to be south by east from us.

Florence saw Tito Melema ever 
muking his way upward from the day 
when he found himself adrift after 
shipwreck, and was carried to the 
market, by’ the omnipresent Brattt 
merchant and huckster, and Introduced 
to breakfast and a kiss from pretty 
little Tessa, and passed under the deft 
hand of the wonder-working barber- 
phitosopher Nello, That shrewd crafts- 
man with edged tools—razor or tongue 
—introduced him to the bright and 
powerful folk who frequented his shop 
as if it were g club, and brought him 
to the notice of the blind scholar Bar- 
do, who needed just such a clever 
young student as Tito for a helper. 
From that his path was easy to the 
confidence of the great; Latin secre- 
tary to the state, embassies to Rome, 
everything was his, even to the envy 
of Niccolo Machiavelli. The world saw 
only the dazzling success; there were 
a few who marked “the change that 
came from the final departure of moxal 
youthfulness,” who saw the perfidies 
and desertions of the dextrous and fac- 
ite Greek, the baseness that smiles 
and triumphs; who knew how he had 
left to slavery the adoptive father who 
had rescued him and made him what 
he was, how he proved false to the 
memory of Romola's father, who set 
him on his way to triumph in Flor- 
ence, how he betrayed his great pat- 
rons, how he deceived poor Tessa, 
thar “sweet, pouting, innocent, round 
thing.” how he threw away the great 
treasure of Romola’s love, and how 
his only bitter thought was that a 
timely, well devised falsehood might 
have saved him from every fatal con- 
sequence.

Washington.—The regalution to re- 
vive tha War Finance &corporation 
was passed by the senate over Pres- 
ident Wilson's veto, The vote to over- 
ride the president was 63 to 5, or 19 
more than the required two-thirds 
majority. : 

It was taken immediately after the 
president’s veto message was read. 
Similar action by the house was fore- 
cast by supporters of the resolution, 
whigh was designed as an aid to farm- 
ers and others in the present period 
of declining prices. 

The veto message was read in the 
house, but action was deferred. It 
was thought possible the question of 
passing the resolution over the veto 
would be taken up Tuesday. 

In returning the resolution with his 
disapproval, the president said he was 
not convinced the proposed measure 
to aid farmérs and others Was wise 
and that the benefits, if any, would 
offset evils which would result, or 
that the same or larger ‘advantages 
could not be obtained without resort 
to government intervention. 

Revival of the finance corporation 
at this time, the president declared. 
would exert no beneficial influence on 
the situation, would raise false hopes 
among “the very people” who would 
expect most, and would be hurtful to 
natural and orderly processes of busi- 
ness and finance.

GROVE OUSTS DRY OFFICER 


Filllon Denies Charges, Saying He 
Was “Playing The Game.” 


Marquette.—Accusing him of accept 
ing bribes and selling liquor, Leo J, 
Grove, chief prohibition officer for 
Northern Michigan and Wisconsin, 
dismissed John E. Fillion, a Federal 
dry official at Hurley, Wis. 

Fillion denied the charges, deciar- 
ing that it was a practice of Federal 
officers to buy liquor in saloons to 
gain evidence. 

He claimed he turned hundreds of 
bottles of booze he accepted over to 
Grove. In reply to the accusation that 
he was seen drunk on the streets of 
Hurley, he asserted that he was just 
“playing the game with the Hurley 
gang.”
